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Escaped 
fugitive 
captured 
after 
week-long 
manhunt

The Michigan State Police, in conjunc- 
tion with the Roscommon County Sheriff’s 
Department and several other police agen- 
cies, ended a seven-day manhunt on 
Monday, May 28, with the capture of an 
escaped fugitive. 

Everett Alan Robinson, 29, escaped 
police custody around 10:30 a.m. on 
Monday, May 21 while being transported 
from the Arenac County Jail to the 
Roscommon County Jail by an Arenac 
County Sheriff’s Deputy. 

Robinson slipped off a handcuff, dis- 
armed the deputy, took his cellular tele- 
phone and stole the sheriff's department 
vehicle. After driving a short distance, 
Robinson stopped the vehicle and ran into 
the woods off of M-55 west of Old M-55 in 
Roscommon County’s Backus Township. 
He removed the orange-jail uniform he was 
wearing and spent the next several days 
running around in underwear with no 
shoes. Robinson, however, did still have the 
handcuffs on his right wrist and the 45-cal- 
iber handgun in his possession. 

The Northern Michigan Mutual Aid- 
Emergency Response Team, which 
includes two members from the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office, were involved in 
the initial search for Robinson, 

On Wednesday, May 23 at about 5:30 
p.m. Robinson attempted to force his way 
into a residence on Neste] Road just west of

One Crawford County proposal, 
one Crawford AuSable School 
District proposal and three propos- 
als from two townships will be on 
the Aug. 7 primary election for vot- 
ers to decide. 

The Crawford County Library 
System is seeking approval of a 
4458 mill renewal, which would be 
collected on all real and tangible 
personal property, for the purposes 
of library operations. 

The millage is less than the .45 
mill, which was approved by voters 
in 2004, to fund library operations. 

The renewal, which would be col- 
lected for eight years, would raise 
$234,350 in the first year. 

The millage supports the opera- 
tion of the Devereaux Memorial 


Grayling and branch locations in 
Frederic and Lovells. 

If approved, the owner of a home 
with a $50,000 taxable value would 
continue to pay $22.30 in taxes per 
year. 

In Frederic Township, the 
Frederic Township Fire Department 
is seeking to restore the township’s 
two mills for fire protection, which 
was previously approved by voters 
but will expire in December 2012. 
The proposal would renew the mill- 
age as well as restore funding rolled 
back by the Headlee Amendment, a 
state law that requires funding pro- 
posals to be reduced to account for 
inflation. 

The renewal, which would be col- 
lected for four years, would raise 
$100,223 in its first year.

Frederic Township is also seeking 
to collect a .95 of a mill for ambu- 
lance services. The proposal, which 
will expire in December 2012, 
would renew the millage and restore 
funding reduced by the Headlee 
Amendment.

$52,356 in its first year.

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] SEE BY the newspapers that 
Republicans in the state legisla- 
ture, led by Speaker Jase Bolger of 
Marshall, want to give Michigan 
taxpayers a tax break yet this year. 

Looking at emerging economic 
figures, Lansing leaders discov- 
ered about $300 million more than 
expected coming into the state 
treasury in 2012 and 2013, so 
some of them figure $90 million 
should be sent back to plain old 
Michiganians. 

Under the Bolger plan, some of 
that “excess” $300 million should 
go to the state’s budget stabiliza- 
tion fund — colloquially known as 
the “rainy day fund” — reducing 
unspecified state debts, and fun- 
neling a bit to the K-12 class- 
rooms. 

The $90 million for personal tax 
relief sounds like a lot of money, 
but when around to individual tax- 
payers it really doesn’t amount to 
all that much. 

Speaker Bolger estimated that a 
family with income of $25,000 
would receive $23 tax relief, at 
$50,000 taxes would be lowered 
$23, and at $100,000 relief would

be $48. 

Those are figures for a year, not 
a paycheck. 

For some reason the beads on 
my personal numbers device - a 
trustworthy old abacus -— won't 
handle these figures, but reverting 
to elementary school math, with 
Michigan’s population of about 
nine million, the Bolger plan 
would return an average of $10 per 
individual. 

Some taxpayers would get 
more, some less, but the average 
relief is about what you would pay 
for a double cheese burger, fries 
and milk shake — in simple lan- 
guage, not worth much at all. 

Wouldn’t it be more effective 
overall if this $90 million were 
spread to local governments for 
the public services they have cut 
because of under funding in state 
aid, or to local schools for the 
same reason, or to bulk up the dol- 
lars the state now spends to devel- 
op the film industry in Michigan or 
spread the word about Michigan as 
a vacation paradise - or even 
added to the rainy day fund. 

But a tax break averaging $10 a 
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person in [2 months? Why bother. 

Another factor to consider: The 
economic gurus who figure out 
these things missed their earlier 
estimates of state revenue by $300 
million, and they may miss their 
estimates again the other way over 
the next several months. ICs hap- 
pened before. 

Cynics might suggest the calen- 
dar could have something to do 
with the push to give tax money — 
even $10 — back to the people. 

In November’s election, all 110 
seats in the State House of 
Representatives will be filled by 
voters. 

Of course, Pm not a cynic when 
it comes to figuring out politics.

Reform bill an important step 
in preserving postal service

In fate April, the Senate approved 
an important bill to reform the U.S. 
Postal Service. Though the bill was 
not perfect, it makes important 
changes to help the Postal Service 
adapt and thrive in the 21st century. 
And it includes an amendment that I 
helped write that I believe will help 
protect postal facilities in Michigan 
and across the nation from unjusti- 
fied closures. 

There ts little doubt that change is 
necessary; the Postal Service faces 
an extraordinary financial chal- 
lenge, and it must make changes to 
take into account a new reality in 
which physical mail has in many 
cases been replaced by electronic 
communication, 

But in making these necessary 
reforms, we must ensure that all the 
American people can continue to 
rely on the United States Postal 
Service to provide universal service, 
as it has since our nation’s founding. 
And we must ensure that in making 
changes, any reduction in facilities 
and personnel yields real cost sav- 
ings to the Postal Service that out- 
weigh the loss in service. Many 
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communities in Michigan, large and 
small, urban and rural, are con- 
cerned that closures proposed by the 
Postal Service will degrade the ser- 
vice on which Michiganians 
depend. 

One of the things we can do to 
assure that is to require that there be 
a real, objective way to test and 
challenge Postal Service proposals 
to close facilities. In an effort to 
meet those goals, I joined with Sen. 
Jon Tester of Montana and Sen. Al 
Franken of Minnesota, among oth- 
ers, to propose an amendment that 
made important changes to the bill. 

Under current law, any interested 
party can appeal a proposed closure 


of a community’s main post office 


to the Postal Regulatory 
Commission. The postal reform bill 
extends that opportunity for appeal 
to branches of a post office. But it 
did not extend that same appeal 
right to postal processing facilities — 
the facilities were mail is sorted, 
routed and distributed to post 
offices. Our amendment established 
a meaningful appeal process for 
proposed closures of these facilities. 
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Recent experience showed me the 
need for a real appeal process. In 
February, I wrote to Postmaster 
General Patrick Donahoe about the 
decision to close six processing 
facilities in Michigan. I asked ques- 
tions about what savings the propos- 
al would yield and the impact on 
service to Michigan customers. But 
when the Postal Service responded 
to my letter nearly eight wecks later, 
the response did not answer any of 
my questions satisfactorily. The 
inability to provide basic informa- 
tion indicates to me that a fair 
opportunity to appeal is crucial. 

Our amendment made other 
important changes. It ensures that 
any postal facility proposed for clo- 
sure will remain open during any 
appeal. It makes clear that the Postal 
Regulatory Commission, when con- 
sidering an appeal, has the authority 
to reverse a proposed closure. It 
requires the Postal Service to con- 
sider whether closing a facility will 
result in actual cost savings — and 
directs the Postal Regulatory 
Commission to reject any proposed 
closure that does not meet that test.

After drawing only a ceremonial 
dollar-a-year since his election, 
Gov. Rick Snyder has decided 
he’ll take the full $159,000 bud- 
geted for the governor’s pay, or a 
pay raise of $158,999 a year. 

However, Mr. Snyder’s pay 
increase lags behind the salary 
jump handed out at Michigan State 
University to the defensive coordi- 
nator on the MSU football team, 
who went from $250,000 a year to 
$500,000, and a three-year con- 
tract. The head coach is paid more 
than three times that much. 

Question: Do we have our prior- 
ities and our values seriously 
mixed up here? 

Higher education — and espe- 
cially big time college sports — 
operate in a far different world 
than the real one in which most of 
us live.

Postal reform is among the most 
significant issues we will consider 
this year. It touches every town and 
village, every person and every 
business across our nation. The 
Postal Service’s universal service 
obligation — the obligation to ensure 
that all Americans have access to an 
affordable, efficient postal system in 
order to communicate with one 
another — is among the most impor- 
tant obligations any agency or 
department has. It sets the Postal 
Service apart from private-sector 
firms that are under no obligation to 
serve all markets. The Postal 
Service’s first obligation is not prof- 
it. It is service. 

I believe our reform bill will help 
the Postal Service continue to meet 
that obligation for decades to come. 
Now that the Senate has acted, | 
hope our colleagues in the House of 
Representatives can act quickly so 
Americans can continue to get the 
postal service they need and 
deserve.

ORV use Seutvicted to designated trail 
in Huron-Manistee National Forests 


trails. ORVs that are not 
street legal require a valid 
state ORV tag. 

All National Forest roads 
are open to. street-legal 
vehicles, unless they are 
posted closed or blocked 
with a dirt mound, brush 
pile, or other type of barrier. 

Most ORV trails on 
National Forest System 
lands are designed for vehi- 
cles 50" wide or less. 

It is the responsibility of 
the ORV rider to know 
whether they are riding in 
an authorized area or on an 
authorized road.

said the school has to put 
the funding proposal back 
before voters to pay for 
school upgrades and to 
keep teachers in the class- 
rooms. 

“We absolutely need the 
support of our communi- 
ties to continue being the 
top school in the region,” 
Powers said. “Because the 
state funding. has been so 
greatly reduced, we need 
help in order to reduce 
expenses and keep the 
focus on our student’s 
achievement. This bond 
issue will allow us to have 
more student technology 
and keep our kids competi- 
tive with a 21st century 
education.” 

if the bond issue is 
approved, the school dis- 
trict will purchase six new 
busses, which would cover 


student transportation 
needs for the next five 
years. 


If voters give the bond 
issue a thumbs up, that 
would mean the district 
could keep providing up- 
to-date technology for stu- 
dents. 

“Technology is no longer 
an option for our students, 
but a necessity,” Powers 
said, 

If approved, the AuSable 
Primary School’s gymnasi- 
um would be converted 
into central offices for the 
AuSable Primary School 


and Grayling Elementary 
School buildings, A heated 
waiting area would also be 
provided for parents. 

Just outside of the new 
offices, 75 to 80 parking 
spaces would be created 
where the former bus loop 
was located. 

The bond would also pay 
to convert the Grayling 
Elementary School and 
AuSable Primary School 
cafeteria into the Crawford 
AuSable Performance 
Arena. The renovated 
facilities would provide a 
stage and room for band 
and music students. The 
stage would also be used 
for performances, science 
fairs, music concerts and 
other events. The space 
would also serve as a full- 
size multipurpose gymna- 
sium with a rubber floor 
and would provide a large 
area for all elementary stu- 
dents.

be replaced if the bond is 
approved. 

If passed, the schoo! dis- 
trict’s debt levy would 
increase from 4.9 mills up 
to 5.2 mills. The increase 
would mean that a home- 
owner, with a $50,000 tax- 
able value, would pay an 
additional $15 in taxes per 
year for the next four years. 

Currently, the tax rate is 
$24.50 per year. 

After four years, the 
bond rate would then drop 
down to 4.2 mills for debt 
previously approved to ren- 
ovate and expand the 
Grayling High School. 

Powers said support 
from voters in local school 
districts is paramount to 
student success due to cir- 
cumstances being placed 
on school by state lawmak- 
ers.

Future Grayling Little League 
field will honor Larry Baynham, Jr.

A future field at the 
Crawford County Sports 
Complex will honor a 
Grayling athlete and man 
who tirelessly supported 
youth in the community. 

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
unanimously voted to 
honor Larry Baynham, Jr. 
by naming a Grayling 
Little League Field as a 
tribute to his service to 
youth. Baynham died on 
May 9, due to complica- 
tions from an ongoing bat- 
tle with cancer. He was 53, 

Larry, the son of Becky 
Baynham and Larry 
Baynham, Sr., was a life- 
long resident of Crawford 
County who was raised in 
Maple Forest Township. 
His grandmother, Carrie 
Baynham was a teacher, 
beginning in a one-room 
Maple Forest schoolhouse 
before finishing her career 
with the Frederic public 
school system. His grand- 
father Ted Baynham 
brought Larry up as a mod- 
ern day lumberjack, even- 
tually forming Baynham 
Forest Products along with 
his dad and brother Ed. 

As a_ student athlete, 
Baynham was one of the 
initial Grayling Little 
League players when the 
organization was founded 
in 1964. . 

The fields, located on 
North Down River Road, 
were built over a former 
Grayling City dump site. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Scott 
Hanson recalled plucking 
pieces of glass from the 
surface of the baseball field 
with Baynham’ and Tom

“We were all out there,” 
Hanson said. 

Hanson is on a commit- 
tee, which oversees the 
development of the 
Crawford County Sports 
Complex, and Haskel is the 
court administrator and 
referee = for 
Crawford County. 

Baynham’s success as an 
athlete continued in 
Grayling. He was captain 
of the Grayling High 
School football team, play- 
ing in the trenches as a cen- 
ter and nose guard. 
Baynham was also a leader 
for the GHS baseball team, 
serving as an anchor for 
the squad as a catcher, 

Baynham was often the 
last on the mat to save the 
day for the GHS wrestling

A 1976 graduate from 
GHS, Baynham was hon- 
ored as the male student 
athletes of the year. 

“He was just an all- 
around good guy and 
somebody that all the kids 
looked up to,” Hanson said. 

Baynham’s dedication as 
a team player transferred to 
adulthood, where he con- 
sistently volunteered to 
support youth orientated 
projects in the community.

Additionally, Baynham 
spent countless hours lend- 
ing a hand in constructing 
various buildings, provid- 
ing field upkeep and main- 
taining irrigation systems. 

Haskel said _ that 
Baynham would have like- 
ly objected to having a 
field named in his honor, 
but would have still appre- 
ciated the tribute. 

“He was friendly to 
everyone he met and will 
always be known as a true 


friend first and forémost,”. - 


Haskel said. 

Last December, 
Crawford County received 
a $100,000 Department of 
Natural Resources grant to 
move the two little league 
fields from North Down 
River Road to the sports 
complex. 

Little League officials 
have had concerns with 
kids riding their bikes on 
North Down River Road, 
balls leaving the playing 
field and going into the 
road, traffic and a lack of 
parking. 

The names of the fields 
will be retained. One field 
was named after Jack 
Millikin, for donating 
labor, materials and equip- 
ment to construct the 
fields. The other is named 
after Larry McNamara, 
who was one of the found- 
ing members on the 
Grayling Little League 
Board of Directors. A girl’s 
softball field, already 
located at the sports com- 
plex, is named after Irv 
Mclsaac, who helped form 
the Grayling Youth Booster 
Club. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said at least five more base- 
ball fields could be located 
at the sports complex, 
ranging from t-ball fields 
up to fields used for high 
school competition. 

Future development at 
the sports complex, which 
will also include creating 
walking trails and building 
permanent rest room facili- 
ties, will be done in phases 
as grant funding becomes 
available.
